SOME ELECTION CLANDESTINES 

Last month this column featured a long article commenting on the Tact that there were no 
clandestine radio stations oriented around the disputed United Slates election. This remains true. 
But, no sooner than the ink began to dry on your copy of the January 2001 issue of 77>e ACE, 
when all kinds of news began to break about clandestine activity related to the United Slates. 
None of this has election connections, but there might be more than a coincidence here. 

ANTI-IIISBULLAII CLANDESTINE FROM ISRAEL 

The lead item in Clandestine Radio Watch #61, by our own Nick Grace the proprietor of 

clandestine on the air'. Using 756 kHz, The Experimental Radio from the Mediterranean Basin 
transmits attacks on the Syrian llisbullah movement. It also hits other Palestinian militant 
groups. This station looks like an extremely difficult DX catch in North America, but it is worth 
a check on nights of excellent transatlantic propagation. The Arabic ID is cited by Nick via 
BBCMS as "al-idha'ah al-tajribiyah min hawd al-mutawassit." If you're on (he east coast, let us 
know irthis one ever pokes through. 

USA-FUNDED IRAQI CLANDESTINE GETS BIG BOOST FROM CLINTON 

As wc noted in this column a couple of months ago, Nick's editorial on Clandcstincradio.com 
predicted that a presidential victory by George W. Bush would be associated with increased 
USA-runded clandestine radio activity. We will now get a test of this theory. In addition, in 
perhaps a surprise, 1 .arry Magnc of Passport to World Band Radio notes a mid-January article in 
the Washington I'ost on last-minute clandestine activity by former President Bill Clinton. 
According to the Post. Clinton approved a plan just before leaving office that will approve a $12 
million subsidy to the Iraqi National Congress. The funds, previously appropriated by Congress, 
will include clandestine broadcasts on a 24 hour a day basis. The Post said that the Clinton plan 
is supposed to use a transmitter located within Iraq. Given Nick Grace's previous analysis, this 
looks like one of those last-minute Clinton decisions mat will not be overturned by George W. 
Bush, who is doing everything that he can to veto numerous other late Clinton initiatives. 

CUBAN SPY BROADCASTS DECODED BY FBI 

An anonymous contributor sent in some astonishing news about Cuban numbers stations. I am 
sure that Tom Scvart will be covering this as time goes by in Covert Comer, but the news is so 
astonishing, with some clandestine connections, that I have to mention it here. 

According to the Washington Post, the FBI admitted in court thai il had decoded shortwave radio 
messages from Cuba indicating that the Cuban government planned to shoot down airplanes 
from Ore "Brothers to the Rescue" Cuban exile group. Four members of this group were indeed 
killed when their plane was shot down in international waters by the Cubans as it patrolled Tor 
refugees fleeing Cuba. The Miami Herald also reported that the FBI had decoded advance 
messages saying that planes would be shot down, but the FBI claims that it did not have this 




ic to warn the exile group. Ilic news is now becoming public at the (rial of five 
men accused of being spies for Cuba in South Florida by infiltrating exile groups. The decoded 
messages, now declassified at the trial, warned the spies not to ride on the Brothers to the Rescue 
aircraft on the specific day that the planes were shot down. 

This news Is startling by itself, of course. But, it is of great interest to us because il shows that 
some communications between the Cuban government and its spies in the United Stales are 
definitely taking place via shortwave radio. Various press accounts indicate dial the Cubans 
sometimes use numbers messages decoded by recipients on their PC's. At other times, including 
this airplane incident, another system using predetermined commands on pagers was used for 



ARRL DISCOVERS CLANDESTINES; CALLS THEM PIRATES 

Thanks to the sharp eyes or ACE members Steve Fochner and The Dude, my attention was 
drawn to an interesting item on the ARRL web site. The January 1 1 article, titled, "Who's 
Jamming Whom? Getting the Story Straight on the 40-Mclcr Jammers," is worth checking out at 
h«tp://www.airyorB/news/stories/2001/01/ll/3/?nc=l on your internet dial. 

The ARRL has apparently been receiving many complaints from frustrated amateur radio 
operators about the bubble and buzz jammers that often inhabit the low end of the 40 meter ham 
band. As veteran ACE clandestine DXers are aware, this area (and the area between the pirate 
band and 40 meters) is widely used by a number of clandestines beamed to the Middle East. The 
ARRL pi ' 




n, and reports that the situation is actually the 
reverse. Citing information from Larry Van Worn of Monitoring Times magazine and a variety of 
other "SWL reports," the ARRL's Monitoring System Coordinator Brennan Price now says that 
thejammers originate in Iran, beamed to Iraq. 

I'll quote one more sentence from the ARRL web site. "ARRL sources said this week that the 
object of the jamming is an Iraqi piralc station, which several SWLs identified as The Voice of 
the Mojahadin- broadcasting in Persian into Iran on various 40-meter frequencies as well as in 
the Aeronautical band." The article then goes on to describe die cat-and-mouse frequency 
jumping that oflen is observed between the station and its jammers as they slide up and down the 
band. The ARRL also concludes, thai given the less than pristine friendly relations mat the USA 
has with both Iran and Iraq, the ARRL does not see much hope of fixing this interference 
situation anytime soon. 

It's interesting to see another instance of a common interest between hams and DXers, and some 
cooperation between the two groups in our hobby. This is a good sign. Bui, as you see, there 
remain some divisions between the groups. The nomenclature and jargon remains different 
between the two groups. Clearly, the Voice of the Mojahadin is hardly a pirate transmitter; it 
uses high powered SWBC equipment for its broadcasts. Thus, it's definitely a clandestine, and 
we have discussed it before in this column. But, the ARRI writers appear to make no distinction 
between pirates and clandestines, lumping both categories of unlicensed broadcasters in the same 
category that (hey call "pirates." This is somewhat ironic, since it is true that most of the "pirate" 
unlicensed broadcasting activity in Ihc Uniled Slates is done by licensed amateur radio operators, 
not by government clandestine transmitters. Not all of it is done by pirate operators in Ihc pirate 
band; probably most of the pirate transmissions are ham QRM transmitted by hams within ham 
bands such as 80 meters. 



COLOMBIAN CLANDESTINE DEFINITELY ACTIVE 



As reported by Dave Valko in Hard Core DX, via Numero Uno #1613. La Voz dc la Resislcncia 
is pulline ou! a signal lo (he USA. Dave hears them for over a half hour at •! 124 UTC in the 
mornings. IICDX. citing a Rodriguez, in Colombia itself, notes that the station is also active for 
an hour or more around 2 1 30 UTC in the allcmoon. 6233.7 kHz is the recently active frequency 
to try. I'm certainly going to look for it at the DXpedition that I discuss below. Is anybody else 
hearing this? 

It will be very interesting to watch developments in Columbia under the new Hush 
administration. The political situation is unpredictable in the United Stales, as well as in 
Colombia. For instance, conservative commentator George Will of ABC said in one of his 
January Newsweek columns that the USA war on drugs in Colombia was doomed, given the 
large demand for drugs in the United Stales. It will be interesting lo see how Hush handles 
American involvement in the Colombian civil war, which has been rapidly escalating in the later 
days of the Clinton administration. You can directly listen to some of the effects on this 

WINTER SWL FESTIVAL 

By now I trust that you have made your reservations for the annual Winter SWL Festival, 
coming up shortly on dates officially set on March 9-10 in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania. Most 
people actually show up on Ihursday March 8, but the official Fest program begins on the 
morning or March 9. Once again this year, Fcstmcister John Figliosi announces that Uicrc will be 
a forum on pirates and unlicensed broadcasting as part of the Fest festivities. At press lime for 
Uiis column, the lineup is slill being put logethcr, but it looks pretty clear that we will have some 
serious pirate discussion this year, including input from Monitoring Times Outer Limits 
columnist George Zeller, Hobby Broadcasting editor Andrew Yoder. and the Granddaddy of all 
former pirate operators, Alan Weiner of WBCQ. You won't want to miss a gala extravaganza 

Sponsored once again by the North American Shortwave Association, the Fest remains the 
world's largest annual family reunion of DXcrs. Registration options range from regular at $43 
(including the meals) to as low as a one day partial registration with no meals at $9. These fees 
apply only if you register in advance before March 2; they rise about 15% if you wait to the last 
minute and register on site, which you can do if you want. (The fees slill include all the trips you 
want to the keg of Molscns in the MospitaJity Room). If you need l est information, check 
http://www.trsc.com/winterrcst.hlml on the web. Then, you can write to them with your 
registration at I'O Box 4153, Clifton Park, NY 12065. You slill have to make the hotel 
registrations direct in Kulpsville. The best bet is to call (215) 368-3800 for the reservations, 
which are at $75 per night for either a single or a double, regardless of occupant. (There is no 
discount if your roommate is Jimmy the Weasel; its a sorry situation). Don't call the Best 
Western toll-free line for these reservations; the special rate is available only direct from the 
hotel in Kulpsville. 

The Fest is at the same location where it has been for 13 years, the hotel at die first exil north of 
Philadelphia on the Pennsylvania Turnpike Northeast Extension. Don't be confused by the fact 
that it is not called the Kulpsville Holiday Inn anymore, and by Ihe fact that it is now called the 
Best Western Inn at Towamcncin. It's the same place, just with a different sign on the front door. 
It promises to be another greal weekend of fun for DX hobbyists or all kinds. Plus, this is the 
only place where you can log the Voice or Pancho Villa; mysteriously the signal never gels out 
very Tar for this greal DX. I'll look forward lo seeing you there. 

FRENCH CREEK DXPEDITION 

Many ACE members who altcnded the Winter SWL Festival last year will remember the special 
award lhal they gave lo your columnist. Al last year's French Creek DXpedilon, held aller Iwo 
Feet or snow unexpectedly fell in eastern Pennsylvania, I pulled one of Ihe greatest blunders of 
all time DXpedilion hislory. As the DXpedition wound down and sunrise approached, I decided 
to get a head start in taking down my antenna in anticipation of several hours of driving back to 
Cleveland in potentially bad weather. Both Ed Maugcr and I had yellow wire antennus of exactly 



th« same gauge, except that Ed's antenna was about three limes as long as my 500 foot yellow 
antenna. By mislakc, I took down Ed's antenna, somewhat compromising the quality of his 
reception of Nepal at the time. At the fest they awarded me Ed's antenna, wound up in a huge 

You would think that they would have Pennsylvania state troopers guarding the entrance lo 
French Creek Stale Park, so as to make sure that I don't gel anywhere near that site this year. But, 
foolishly, they have instead said thai I am entitled to attend. They may even welcome me for 
some unknown reason. Thus, during the first week or February I will be at the DXpedition site. I 
hope to do some clandestine DXing as usual this year. But, my agenda is much different than any 
prior DXpedilion that I have ever attended. My main goal is not DX this year. I instead plan to 
run both the Watkins Johnson IIF-1000 and the new Ten Tec 340 high end DSP receivers A-B. 
This ought to be a very interesting test in a quiet spot with a good antenna, and it will be 
interesting to sec which one or these two high powered receivers is most up to the challenge. I 
expect to have some results for next month's issue of The ACE.

FRENCH CREEK DXPEDITION 

Last month you probably noticed a big hole in the middle or the February issue of The ACE. 
where this column would ordinarily go. There was a paste-up error in the makeup or the bulletin, 
resulting in the vaporizing or the Clandestine Profile column. It was submitted on time, but it did 
not appear. Thus, we have decided to print last month's column in this month's issue, with 
apologies for the inconvenience to ACE members. 

Meanwhile. I had the pleasure or attending the French Creek DXpcditon on February 5-8. Also 
in attendance were several NASWA members, including Rich D'Angclo. Bob Montgomery, Fred 
Kohlhrcnncr, and Ed Maugcr. They all eyed me very carcfiilly at the end of the DXpedition, and 
I am therefore happy to report that this year I did not tear down Ed's anlcnna by mistake, like I 
did last year. My goal was somewhat unusual at this DXpediton. My main intention was to test 
the Watkins Johnson HF-1000 receiver A-B with the new Ten Tec 340 receiver, for the purpose 
or evaluating the performance or these high priced DSP receivers under quiet DXpedition 
conditions with a 500 fool antenna. But, my secondary purpose was to scan the bands to see what 
sort of clandestine radio activity is audible under these circumstances from eastern North 
America. This month I'll report on the stations. Next month I'll give some insight into what I 
found about the receivers, in case you have 4, 5 or 6 big ones that arc burning a hole in your 
pocket, and in case you have decided to dish out that kind or cash for n new receiver. I'm doing 
this because many or us will be in attendance at the Winter SWL Festival in Kulpsville, PA, and 
because this event and my subsequent vacation will interfere with normal ACE column 



At the French Creek DXpcditon, I heard all of the following stations: 

Democratic Voice of Burma- 1 1820 at 2330. This one is lislcd here, but I did not catch an ID. 
Radio Veritas Asia in the Phillipincs uses the frequency until they sign off at 2325* UTC. The 
presumed clandestine relay then comes on at 2330. It's listed via a transmitter in Madagascar, 
which is somewhat better DX than they used to have with their Norway relay. 
Echo of Hope- 6348 at 1205. I had thought that the Korean clandestine: might be a thing or the 
past pretty soon, given political developments mere. But, this one still is hanging in there. The 
signal was poor and a little fluttcry, with utility station QRM causing problems, but the passband 
tuning circuit on the 340 proved its worth on this one. I could hear the signal pretty well once I 
adjusted the PBT properly. 

La Voz de Resistencia- 6233.8 al 1 130 and 2230. Reception was very disappoinling on Ihis one 
during Ihe entire DXpedition. I checked both its morning and afternoon transmissions on each 
day or the DXpedition. There was a definite carrier there at all limes, but it did not get up to 



listcnablc audio very regularly. Neither the I IF- 1 000 nor the 340, even with a Sherwood SE-3 
synchronous dclcctor to help out. was able to pull this one up very well. You would think with 
all of that money from the cocaine proceeds, the Colombian rebels could invest in a better 
transmitter. 

National Radio of Sahara Arab Democratic Republic- 7457 at 2115. litis one came in quite 
clearly at a good level. It ought to be an easy catch for anybody, even with a cheap portable. Bob 
Montgomery asked me about it, saying, "isn't that Algeria?" The answer is, the Algerians wink 
that it is in Algeria, but the rebels do not. 

New Star Broadcasting Corporation- 8300 at 1320. This one is probably the most interesting 
anti-China clandestine on the air today. Ihc Taiwan programmers for this one sometimes mix 
numbers broadcasts with the regular programming. It isn't known if these numbers are coded 
messages, or if they are just trying to fake out the Chinese. Unfortunately the signal was quite 
weak, and the DSP notch on both receivers was needed to eliminate a loud het from a utility 

Radio Baanadir- 7072 at 2035. This was probably the most interesting logging of the whole 
DXpcdilon, although we have to classify it as tentative, since nobody actually copied an ID. 1 
found it on February 8, and then just about everybody at Die DXpediton gave it a close listen 
every day. On the 8th this one was being clobbered by two whoop-whoop jammers squeezed 
right below it on 7071 and right above it on 7072.3. This mess of hets. jamming, etc. caused a 
real mess. It seemed like I was able to hear them a little better on the 11F-1000 than on the Ten 
lee, but right about when I decided that my audio was acceptable alter numerous adjustments of 
the notch, I'BT, and so forth on the high priced rigs, the signal suddenly became quite lislcnable 
at 2057. Ihc jammers signed otT the air and leu the signal in the clear for three minutes. The next 
day things were worse. The whoop-whoop jammer was still there just above the frequency, but 
below it there was a horrible loud wideband buzz jammer. This buzz jammer did not have a 
carrier that you could center it on in ECSS mode. But, it was pretty effective, even more 
effective than the two jammers on the previous day. If you'd like to see some entertaining 
jamming on the 40 meter ham band, this is a good spot to check. 

Radio Kurdistan- 4130 kHz. at 0330. This one had a decent carrier, but the level of the audio 
was pretty poor. 

Tamil Broadcasting Corporation- 21590 at 1300. This one is hardly DX, given their use of a 
German transmitter for this quasi-clandestine program. It ought to be a pretty easy catch in the 
mornings for anybody. 

Unidentified- 21590 at 1350. This one had a discussion of the CIA and George W. Bush in a 

language I could not identify, along with some mentions of Pakistan. I was looking for the listed 

Tamil clandestine, and perhaps this is it. There were some trumpets from lime to lime. 

Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan- 6860 at 0340. Arabic music vocals dominated the piogiamniing on 

this one. It's not that far from the pirate band, so given the decent signal I heard, this one is a 

target if you want to tune down a few kHz from the North American pirate band. 

Voice of the People- 6600 at 1250. Here's another Korean clandestine that has not disappeared 

yet. Their piano music was easily copied. I have to give an assist to Rich D'Angelo on this one, 

since he found it. 

Voice of tbe People of Kurdistan. 6995 at 0345. This one mixed Middle Eastern vocals with 
propaganda by a male announcer. A clear ID at 0357 mentioned Kurdistan. This one had a good 
clear signal, pushing the S meter up between S3 and S5 on the Ten Tec. Since it's right above the 
pirate band and right below the 40 meter ham band, here is another target that shouldn't be too 
difficult even with a portable receiver. 

Voice of Tibet- (non-log) I checked repeatedly for die 1200 UTC transmissions listed for this 
one on 1 5595, 1 5680, and 1 5705 kl Iz. I was looking in vain, since I never heard anything. 

I hope that these logs may give some of you a target to shoot for. They arc all recent logs, with 
proven signals into the eastern part of North America.

Keith runs a consulting firm regarding radio and LPFM 
especially, hut the info escapes me at the moment. 



"I started my radio work at the local college radio station. It was summertime and they 
needed people to help them fill out the schedule. I got into it because I had the "radio 
bug"; that is, I always wanted to be on the radio. Even as a kid, I used to pretend I was on 
the air with my little G.E. reel to reel tape recorder. That was about thirty years ago. 
Once I heard about Free Radio Berkeley, 1 realized that was something 1 wanted to try and 
do, too. Now, my show is syndicated on thirty micro-stations and over the Internet. 

"There are two things that will help you stay on the air. First of all, know your rights. 
Contact the National Lawyers Guild/Center for Democratic Communications, 558 Capp 
Street, San Francisco, CA 941 10, ph.#(4I5) 648-8450. They have an excellent pamphlet 
called, "What To Do When The FCC Knocks On Your Door". They can also refer you to 
an attorney in your area who can represent you in your efforts. Secondly, get the support 
of your community! 

"One thing I think is important is keeping your signal clean. This is done by using a limiter 
on your audio and also having an output filter on your transmitter. Pick a frequency Tor 
your station that is al least 400 kHz away from the nearest authorized station. Make sure 



your signal doesn't drift. 



"The FCC has to have a search warrant before they enter your studio. They will try to 
bluff their way in, but the bottom line is, "no warrant-no entry". If you let them in without 
a search warrant, then you're just a fool and deserve to get shut down. (Check your Bill or 
Rights, Fourth Amendment, folks! Bud) For a crash course in political education, check 
out -Rising Up-Class Warfare in America From The Streets To The Airwaves" by Richard 
Edinundson. lie's the co-founder of San Francisco Liberation Radio. To order a copy of 
the book, send $20 to l.ihrnd Press. 750 La Plava Stre et #852. San Francisco. CA 94121." 

Thank you Captain Fred! lie also mentions that his first antenna was a copper pipe J-pole, 
but 5/8-wave antennas are available through Comet Electronics and transmitter kits from 
Free Radio Berkeley, both mentioned before in Ibis column. He also mentioned various 
items, such as decks, CD players, etc, computer stuff and what-bavc-you for case of 
operation, both over the air and via the Internet, much as we've mentioned here before.
